Business generally has com e to 
look upon sessions 
of 
congress 
with a degree of nervousness ana 
apprehension. 
This 
is 
because 
for the last several years a coa - 
tion of insurgent Republicans and 
Dem ocrats has been able to con­ 
trol the senate at w lll« 
J 
Investigations can be 
instituted 
and a general com m otion begun 
w ithout the vote of the house, 
w here the R epublicans have had 
a majority and have been able by 
control of the rules com m ittee to 
squelch opposition activity. 
W orking Majority. 
Mr. Hoover w ill come into of­ 
fice. however, with 
a 
working 
m ajority in the senate 
and 
an 
overw helm ing m ajority 
in 
the 
house. 
The 
short 
session 
is 
bound to be full of filibusters in 
order to throw as much as possi­ 
ble into the extra session. Such a 
com plicated subject as farm relief 
may get through if the leaders 
can agree on a m easure that rep­ 
resents a com prom ise; 
but this 
has been im possible under 
the 
Coolidge regim e and unless Mr. 
Coolidge gets 
behind 
it 
the 
chances are against such a com ­ 
prom ise at the short session. Mr. 
Hoover’s working m ajority 
does 
not take office until a special ses­ 
sion Is called and lf he has 
his 
party under control he may be 
able to accom plish more at 
the 
extra session than President Coo 
lidge could do at the December 
session. 
Extra sessions are 
a 
natural 
developm ent in a new adm inistra­ 
tion. 
President T aft called one 
im m ediately after his election in 
an attem pt to carry out campaign 
prom ises w ith reference to tariff 
revision. 
President W ilson call­ 
ed one when he took office and in 
fact kept congress in alm ost con­ 
tinuous session, but the exigen­ 
c e s of war days 
m ade 
circum ­ 
stances som ew hat different than 
they are today. 
Compare*! W ith MMM. 
The situation is far m ore com ­ 
parable to 1908, when 
in 
re­ 
sponse to cam paign sentim ent the 
extra session was 
called. 
Mr. 
Hoover realizes that farm legis 
lation is the first subject on his 
legislative program, that his op­ 
ponent in the cam paign cam e out 
openly for the calling of an extra 
session and that if the regular 
session fails to do anything 
on 
agricultural m atters the opposi­ 
tion party w ill have a basis 
for 
criticism . 
Some of the w estern Republi­ 
cans, moreover, who fought for 
the 
M cNary-Haugen 
Bill 
and 
sponsored 
President 
C oolidge’s 
policies are hardly expected 
to 
em brace any Coolidge program at 
the short session. 
The definite 
prediction by Senator Borah and 
Governor McMullen 
that 
there 
would be an extra session was 
part of the campaign made 
for 
Herbert Hoover in the western 
states. 
So the question 
of 
whether 
there w ill be an extra session or 
not resolves itself into whether 
the short session can accomplish 
what congress has been unable 
to do for 
four 
years, 
namely 
agree on a farm bill that would 
satisfy PreBident Coolidge. 

The 
probabilities are that Mr 
Hoo­ 
ver will want the extra aesslnn 
bedaub h* w ill be |„ , POBltlon 
to control congress much better 
than his predecessor as he w ill 
have a working m ajority in both 
houses. 
It is only when a ape. 
elal session brings in a reduced 
m ajority that a president is us

Wildest Stock Market 
In H istory Sees Many 
New Issues Sky-Rocket

New York, Nov. 20— (AP)—Wit}, four high priced issues 
sky-rocketing $35 to $63 a share, and at least 50 others 
climbing $1 to $10 a share to new high records, Wall street 
today witnessed the wildest stock market in its history. The 
violence of the advance scared many small traders and in­ 
vestors into liquidating their 
stocks, with the result that 
many of the gains were cut 
down, and a number of issues 
showed losses of $1 to $5 'a 
share. 
Total sales set a new high rec­ 
ord of 6,811,900 shares, which con­ 
trasts with the previous record of 
6,714,400 established last Friday. 
Ticker Far Behind. 
Orders poured into the market 
in such gigantic volume that the 
ticker ran from 30 to IOO minutes 
behind the m arket 
during 
the 
greater part of th e day, the usual 
last-minute rush of orders delaying 
the printing of the final transac­ 
tions until two hours and 42 min 
utes after the m arket closed, the 
longest delay on record. 
Forced by the thousands of com­ 
plaints against the present service 
and the widespread confusion caus­ 
ed in brokerage houses throughout 
the country to take drastic action,

Exuberantly happy at the out­ 
come of the trial, the oil m an was 
surrounded by a throng of friends 
offering their congratulations.

bestowed upon each of the women 
who served on the panel a hearty 
hug. 
Committee Absent? 
The case was given to the Jury 
at 2:30 p. rn. 
with

was a quorum present at the ses­ 
sion of the senate com mittee at 
which S tew art gave his testimony. 
This point was the subject of a 
bitter dispute from the very be­ 
ginning of the trial.

The president has received a re­ 
port from the commission appoint­ 
ed by the interior department to 
inspect the engineering feasibility 
of the proposal for a huge dam in 
the Colorado river. 
It is probable 
he will use facts the commission 
has developed to ‘form 
his 
own 
judgment. 
The report will not be made pub­ 
lic by Mr. Coolidge since it was 
given him only as a convenient 
reference coxwaining the latest in­ 
formation on 
the 
project. 
The 
whole document probably will be 
laid before congress when it con­ 
venee for its short session Decem­ 
ber 8. 
The indications art that another 
old-standing problem—farm relief, 
will be dealt with in the message 
in no new form. Mr. Coolidge feels 
that all the constructive things he 
has to say upon farm relief al­ 
ready have been set forth in previ­ 
ous messages and speeches and 
that his views on what should not 
be done have been adequately de­ 
scribed in hie two vetoes of the 
M cNary-Haugen bill.

Tax Cute Unlikely. 
What the message will have to 
sav in connection with finances re 
mains to be seen, but in view of 
his repeated declarations President 
Coolidge is expected to urge con­ 
gress to remain well within the 
government's 
income In 
dealing 
with appropriations. 
It is not ex­ 
pected that this time will be propi­ 
tious for further recommendations 
on tax reduction.

Bucharest. Rumania, Nov. 20 
— (ZP)— The regency council 
has 
signed a decree lifting the state 
of seige in Rumania, 
abolishing 
censorship, and restoring the lib­ 
erty of public meetings by citi­ 
zens, The decree was presented by 
Juliu Maniu, the new 
premier 
and is In 
accordance 
with 
a 
promise he made soon after 
as­ 
suming the government. 
The decree provides 
for 
the 
maintenance of the state of seige 
only along the frontier in a strip 
about ten miles wide. 
The decree signed today 
by 
the regency council gives confir­ 
mation and 
semi-permancy 
to 
policy changes made soon after 
the regency asked for the resig­ 
nation of premier Bratlanu. 
Military law, strict censorship 
on communications and publica­ 
tions. had been in force in Ru­ 
mania since the regency was es­ 
tablished to ruel for young King 
Michael. The regency lifted 
the 
censorship of its own volition at 
the time It gave 
governmental 
power to the peasants. 


Detroit, Nov. 20— Harry 
W at­ 
son, Detroit gangster, identified 
as one of the men involved in the 
fatal shooting of 
Sergt.

Murphy Watson declared he was 
not the persons identified by the 
witnesses and that he did

Guyot Craig, the offi­ 
cer who participated in a pistol 
duel with the robbers as 
they 
made their escape after shooting 
Sergt. Barstad. 
“All the testimony in this case 
has been untrue,” Watson said. 
A. E. Anderson, Watson's 
at­ 
torney, stated that an appeal will 
be made within a few days, 
and 
will be based on W atson’s conten­ 
tion that identification by prose­ 
cution witnesses was incomplete, 
and that the entire 
trial hinged 
on the incomplete identification. 
The gangster, arrested several 
weeks ago in Buffalo, N. Y., ad­ 
mitted he was a pal of Paul Jaw- 
orskl, notorious gunman now un­ 
der sentence of death in 
Pitts­ 
burgh, and that he knew he stag­ 
ed the News holdup, but 
stead­

The director of the National So­ 
ciety for the Prevention of Blind­ 
ness has pointed out recently t Hat 
when glasses first came into popu­ 
larity and when eyestrain was a

conversation, 
glasses were frequently prescrib­ 
ed when they were not necessary. 
In many instances the people 
came for glasses and would feel 
that they had not been satisfac­ 
torily treated unless 
a 
prescrip­ 
tio n was given to them ; in other 
cases, m anufacturers were 
pro­ 
moting glasses too strongly. 
It is perhaps as a result of the

Nowadays in all 
industries in which the eyes are 
likely to be subjected to danger 
from chips the w orkers wear spe­ 
cial goggles to prevent injury to 
the eyes. 
In the case of difficulties of vis­ 
ion. eyeglasses act exactly in the 
same way as a crutch acta to ald 
a weakened limb. They lend sup­ 
port sometimes sufficient to per­ 
m it the eye to recover to a con­ 
siderable extent from Its w eak­ 
ness. 
On the other hand, there 
are many cases 
in 
which 
the 
structure of the eye is wrong and 
in which eyeglasses can never be 
dispensed with satisfactorily. 
Beyond all this there are many 
diseases and form s of intoxication 
from food and bacteria which af 
feet the eye particularly. In such 
cases a correction of the disease 
or a removal 
of the 
dangerous 
substance from the diet will per­ 
mit the eye to overcome its de­ 
ficiency. 
The chief reason for consulting 
a physician, at least in the very 
beginning, in relationship 
to 
a 
disturbance of the eye is the fact 
that he will bo concerned with the 
human body as a whole and with 
its diseases as a whole, 
rather 
than with the eyes prim arily. On 
the other hand, the man who is 
primarily In the business of sell­ 
ing glasses is likely to concern 
him self only with eye 
and with 
prescribing glasses lf there is the 
slightest excuse for such a pre­ 
scription.

major loper colonies, on Tai-Kam 
Island, off the southeast coast of 
China, is preparing to move into 
new quarters. 
The Tai-Kam colony was start­ 
ed in 1901 by Dr. John Lake and 
his wife of Edgefield, South Caro­ 
lina. 
It was established In 
the 
midst of an area famous through­ 
out South China and the 
south 
seas as the stronghold of a fear­ 
less pirate band. 
During years of patient 
trial 
and confidence in human nature 
this missionary family has made 
its home on 
th© 
island, 
made 
friends with the buccaneers, con­ 
verted many of them to Chris­ 
tianity and enlisted their aid in 
building th© new leper 
colony. 
Mrs. I.ak© died last July. 
The colony at Tai-Kam is the 
personal property of Dr. 
Lake. 
He owns the Island and the build­ 
ings on it. 
Wa Tlng-fang, a fa­ 
mous former minister to 
Wash­ 
ington. became interested in Dr. 
Lake’s work and bought the is­ 
land from a fishing company and 
gave it to the missionary. 
Tai-Kam Is a beautiful, well- 
wooded mountainous spot near­ 
ly seven square miles. 
It is 40 
miles southeast of 
the 
Portu­ 
guese colony of Macao and 
two 
miles from the Chinese mainland. 
For centuries it was a refuge of 
pirates. 
The new colony consists 
of l l buildings, with accommo­ 
dations for IOO lepers and farm 
land enough to make the insti­ 
tution self-supporting.

1881, when Kipling was a report­ 
er in India, was also sold.

Starting three years ago with a small group of husky 
lads who never before had grasped a regulation football in 
their hands, Coach George Weingartner developed this sea­ 
son in the Rock high school, whose male student enrollment 
rarely exceeds 25, a team that can rightfully claim the class 
D champi°n8^iP of the upper peninsula, if not of the entire 
state. 
Coach Weingartner’a 1929 season^ 
bids fair to be equally as success­ 
ful for he will have the entire un­ 
beaten team bftck* except for Capt. 
Gilbert Larson, star quarterback, 
and his brother, Charles, a flashy 
halfback. 
The strong front line 
will be left intact, and the Rock 
mentor's only task will be to polish 
up the backfield, which already has 
such good material as Fosterling. 
Burdick and Bridges. 
There also 
are some promising grldders com­ 
ing up from the eighth grade. 
Played Without Uniforms. 
Spectators laughed back in 1926 
when the squad of gridders from 
Rock trotted out on the football 
field, attired in overalls, heavy Boo 
woolen lumberjack pants and khaki 
uniforms that some of their older 
brothers wore for a different kind 
of warfare a few years before. 
They more resembled a squad of 
Mexican soldiers, poorly clad as 
they were, than a high school foot­ 
ball team. 
Coach Weingartner had to re­ 
cruit several lads from the grades 
In order to marshal a complete 
team of l l men in the first season, 
but nevertheless Rock high school 
did not fare so badly in compe­ 
tition with the stronger teams of 
the peninsula.

A field near the school, 
where cows used to graze, was con­ 
verted into a splendid gridiron. 
Townspeople loaned 
teams 
and 
scrapers for leveling off the knolls 
on the grounds, and lent their as­ 
sistance in every other necessary 
way. 
The Gladstone high school 
had a supply of 
old 
moleskins 
which its football warriors were 
not using, and these were contrib­ 
uted to the wardrobe of the Rock 
tf*am. 
Coach Weingartner arrang­ 
ed a complete schedule for his 
< Marges in the 1927 season, but as 
they played all experienced teams 
they won only one game of the 
eight played, the others resulting 
in six defeats and one tie.
